State Committers Meel and Deelde to
Hold Conventlons at Time nand
Place to He Determined
Hereafter,

floth the democratic and the free silver
state contral committess held meetings last
night. They decided to hold state conven-
tions oext fall and thal was about all
Neither the date nor the place was se-
lected, that matier belng left to conference
committees appointed to conault with the
popullsie when they hold thelr state com-
mittee meeting on June 14 mext and appoint
a similar committee., The expressed senli-
ment of both commilteen, however, was
that the convention ahould be held after the
republican convention and that Omaha
should be selected as the place of meeting.

The demoornts met at the Jacksonian club
parlors and about a score of the thirty were
in attendance. Flve or six proxies were also
In evidence. The free e=llver republicans
met at the Paxton hotel and possibly one-
half of their commitice was present. The
central figure at both meetings was W, I,
Bryan of Lincoln. The colonel gave the
cemoorats the benefll of his suggestions first
and after they adjourned he went aover to
the freo sllver republican camp and pow-
wowed with his admirers there for awhile,
adjournment being held to await his com-
Ing.

At both mectings there was a lot of talk.
According to a cut and dried plan both ap-
pointed commiitees to see each other and
feel how ench other stood upon the propo-
pition of holding conventions. “'Colonel”
Bryan opined in the hearing of the demo-
crata that the convention should be held
after the republicans held thelrs and then
lie opined likewise In the presence of the
free sllver republicans, Both opinings had
due welght and the result was the appolnt-
ment of the conference commitiees.

The appointments from the democratic
camp were J, J. O'Connor, H. M. Doydston,
. J. Bowlty, Edgar Howard and E. Mor-
gan, The free sllver republicang named
Chalrman Ransom and Secretary Gleeson,
The conference committees will appoint
thelr own time of meeting, but will proba-
bly not come together until the populists
meet.

Both committees favored Omnha for Lhe
place of meeting. As to the apportionment
of delegates the democrata placed it on the
game bagls ns last year—on the vote cast
for Bryan In 1898, That will give them
about 1,000 delegates in the convention. The
{ree sllver republicans based the apportion-
ment upon the vole cast for Connoyer for
state regent and two additional for each
county, making the number of delegates
about 600,

T. V. Jenkins, a salesman who has trav-
eled in Noebraska for several years and who
enme to Omaha to attend the opening of
the exposition, says that a more fortunate
vea: could not have been chosen for the cox-
position because Nebraska I8 In a hetter
conditlon than It ever was before. and that
the outlook ls encouraging for a still more
prosperous season next year. Mr. Jenkins
attributes the excellent tinancial condition
of the stite at present to the fact that a
variely of crops wans ralsed last season and
the large yleld of small grain brought high
prices and waos readlly convertible into cash.
In states which raise less small grain money
is much less plentiful because corn has not
brought s very good price and feed cattle
have been so high that there was litlle
money in feeding stock, The acrenge of
whent for this year, Mr, Jenkins says, is
much lnrger than that of last year and the
conditions g0 far point to & lurge yield.
‘hroughcut the state merchants and farm-
ers are of the oplnlon that wheat will bring
good prices, as well as barley and other
amall gralns, and all are anticipating the
mosr valunble crop over harvested in the
stite.

Michael Cavanaugh.' 'bBifllermaker in the
Unfon Pacific shops, dwd  suddenly last
night under circomstatees that left  the
cause in doubl. The yoling man was en-
gaged In cleaning out &'®boller in the en-
glne house near Thirtdénth and Cass strects
when he fell and died fhstantly, elther from
touching an electrie EBhmection or from
some internnl disorder.””

The occurrence took place shortly after 8/
o'clotk, when Cavandugh' and his mates
were at work under 'Night Foreman Cline
In fushing one of the Iatke bollers, Beveral
men were inside and! Cavanaugh left them !
for a few minutes to get'n drink of wa‘er.
As he wae on his return from the lce tunk !
and started to erawl Into the mouth of Lhe
boiler he fell to (he ground and before na-
sistance renched him life was extinet.

Severnl of the workmen sny that they
have often come In contact with strong cur-
renta of electricity while at work on the
fittings of the boller. The power lor the
lighting svrvice s generated In the bulld-
ing and the larger wires pass into a box
beneath the boller. Cavanaugh's ghoes and
clothing were wel and 1t Is thought possi-
ble that his death remelted from an electric
thock. The examining surgeon was only
fble to find a slight abrasion upon the ankle
and was Inclined to believe that Cavanaugh
had suffered from something in the nature
of cerebral hemorrhage induced by fee
water and a heated condition of the body.
The dead man was 22 years old and appar-
ently In perfect health. He lived with his
parents at 1502 North Elghteenth street.

One RMesnlt Which Will Follaw the
Agreement Reached Retween
Canada and Unilted States.

WASHINGTON, June 2.—-The Canadian
negotiations recently have led to the sign-
ing of a protocol which formally agreed to
the exact subjects to be submitted to an in-
ternational comminsion.

While the protocol makes no preliminary
agresment on the several guestions yel It Is
the general understanding among officials
that the Bering ses question will be adjusted
and finally settled by the complete termina-
tlon of pelagic sealing.

This has been a source of controversy for
many years, the United States reeking to put
an end to pelagle sealing and Canada,
through the imperial government, contesting
against this termination of an industry
profitable to mi 1y eltizens of the Canadian
Pacific coaut,

Duriig the recent negotiations It devel-
oped that this Industry was practically ex-
tinct and was no longer profitable to any
conslderable number of Canadians, 1t was
said by those well versed in the matter that
only two Canadian vesgels were engaged at
present in senling operations in Dering =ea.

Heretofore the Canadian sealers have gone
to the Bering sea by the hundred and it waa
impossible for Canada to stop the Industry
without paying these sealers a consalderable
sum, running into the millions, for the ex-
termination of thelr Industry,

Now, however, under the changed condi-
tlons, It 16 gald Canada has only a few seal-
ers to deal with and that it Is therefore in
n condition to meet the contentions of the
United States without serfously injuring a
large established industry.

While no agreement toward glving up
pelngie seallng was reached during the re-
ecent meeting the discuszion was along lines
indicating that the coming commission, with-
out diffficulty and with due rogard for the
interests of both governments, could put an
end to the Bering sen controversy by agree-
Ing to n complete suspension of pelagle senl-
ing.

It i also understood that the protocol re-
cltes that there shall be three representa-
tives from each government in the Cann-
dinn-American commission.

BOND QUESTION COMES NEXT

Sennte Practienlly Completes the War
Hevenue Measure with This
Ihmportant Exception,

WASHINGTON, June 2—When the sennte
adjourned this evening the war revenue
bill, so far as the finance commitiee was
concerned, was completed with the excep-
tion of the bond provision and the amend-
ment provided by the democrats In lien of
the bond paragraph. While no agresment
wng reached fixing the time for the taking
of a final vole on the bill, the opinion I8
expressed on both sldes of the chamber thal
a vole would be tnken tomorrow before ad-
Journment.

Mr. Allison, In charge of the measure,
sinld he would ask the sennte to remaln in
session tomorrow until a vote was reached.

All of the committee amendments excep!t
those noted were agreed to this afternoon.

Qeveral efforts were made to amend or
eliminate the committee amendments, bul
the efforis in eash case were unsuccessful.

Mr., Butler had the floor for three hours
and a half this afternoon. Within fifteen
minutes after he began to speak he brought
on a general political engagement which
lasted for more than an hour.
